The anicndnicnl I'llcd on April 23, 2008 canceling all claims drawn to the elected invention and presenting only claims drawn 
to a non-elected invention is non-responsive (MPEP § 821.03). The remaining claims are not readable on the elected invention 
because new claim 20 drawn to a method for inhibiting a dengue virus infection is a distinct invention from the elected and examined 
invention of canceled claims 1-3 and 6, drawn to a product of a carbohydrate molecule. Invention of new claim 20 and the invention 
of canceled claims 1-3 and 6 are related as product and process of use. The inventions can be shown to be distinct if either or both of 
the following can be shown: (1) the process for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different 
product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different process of using that product. See MPEP § 806.05(h). In 
the instant case the method can be practiced with another materially different product, for example the dengue viais can be inhibited 
using ribavirin and mycophenoic acid (see Takhampunya et al. J. Gen Virology. 2006, Vol. 87, p. 1947-1952) or using peptide 
inhibitors (see Jun et al. WO/2006/014232) as opposed to using a carbohydrate inhibitor as claimed. Searching new claim 20 would 
require a new search and consideration and would present an undue burden on the Office. The invention of claims 1-3 and 6 has been 
constructively elected by original presentation for prosecution on the merits and Applicant has received an action on the merits for the 
originally presented invention. Accordingly, new claim 20, drawn to a different invention will not be examined.
